Mr. Nichols said if we get any further inquiries from the 
press we should merely state we have no further comment to make 
other than what has already been said, and if questioned fur- 
ther we should toil them any other comment v/ould have to come 
from the Attorney General. He also requested that we send a 
teletype to the Bureau setting forth exactly what we told the 
papers in connection v/lth the DUGGAN matter, 

I advised Ur. Nichols I would review the late editions of 
the papers here and would call him back to give a syrtpsis of 
what they say.

At 5:10 p.m. I called Mr. Nichols and road to him a aum- 
nary of an article appearing In today's edition of the New York 
Post by JAMES A. V/KCHSLUR under dateline Waahlnp.ton D.C., Decem- 
ber 25rd, concerning LATJKEIICB DUGOAH'a story to the FBI alleg- # 
edly obtained from a hlchly authoritative source.

secure witnesses who may possibly have observed the type-writer in the home of 
AT/i^?. Hins at 22 East 8th Stree^Kcw York, \\. Y. Ke stated he had no ob- 
.iection to agents interviewing the superintendent and in fact he felt that they 
could even go to the neighbors Y/ho live next door to the HISS apartment to make 
inquiries regarding their knowledge of the existence of a tycewriter in the 
hoTse ofAJ^ER HISS. 

T'r. Donegan stated that in the event "fitnesses are found who can 
reasonably be sure that they have obsf^rved an old-fashioned upright typcv/riter 
in the home of AI/IEK HBS, at this point he would consider contacting attorney 
*'cLEA!; and advising him that we now have definite e^/idence that the type-//riter 
was in the HISS home in ^Tasliington, D. C, in 19/*6 and 1947, and was also ob- 
served more recently in their home in V.m York City, '''r* Donegan stated that 
he felt at this point the interviews with Tr'O'Ijr/ H0B30IJ, ""^vs. HISS, and 
SCK"AIiL 'nay then be contemplated.
